Storm water 
flooding a 
problem near 
sunset Park

Boyne City - The City 
Commission approved fund- 
ing a project to help alleviate 
the storm water flooding 
problem near Sunset Park at 
their regular meeting on 
Tuesday. 

With a high lake level the 
storm sewer system near 
Sunset Park and One Water 
Street development is experi- 
encing overflow flooding 
during large rain events. The 
residential condominium 
units have flooded recently 
and the commercial develop- 
ment at One Water Street is 
in jeopardy of flooding. 

To correct the problem the 
city’s consulting engineer 
(C2AE) designed a relief pipe 
that would allow some 
stormwater flows to pass by 
the treatment system and 
outflow directly into Lake 
Charlevoix during signifi- 
cant rain events. 

DeWind Dewatering of 
Zeeland, Michigan was 
awarded a bid of $7,300. The 
installation should be com- 
pleted by the first week of 
October. 

City Manager, Michael 
Cain, reported interviews 
will begin within the next 
two weeks to fill the City 
Clerk position being vacated 
by retiring City Clerk, Cindy 
Grice. Also, the state ap- 
proved an additional $150,000 
grant for the completion of 
the Lake Street project. 

In other business the city 
commission approved the 
purchase 600 tons road deic- 
ing salt in September and 
another 150 tons back-up 
purchase in February. They 
also approved the purchase 
of a pipe locator to help trace 
lines from the house back to 
the street to help locate the 
curb stop.

Eviction Diversion Program offered 


Northwest lower Michigan 
residents who are facing evic- 
tion can apply for the Evic- 
tion Diversion Program 
through Northwest Michigan 
Community Action Agency 
(NMCAA) and avoid losing 
their housing. The Eviction 
Diversion program serves 
renters in Antrim, Benzie, 
Charlevoix, Emmet, Grand 
Traverse, Kalkaska, Lee- 
lanau, Manistee, Missaukee 
and Wexford counties. 

The Eviction Diversion 
Program is funded with State 
of Michigan Coronavirus Re- 
lief Funds through the 
Michigan State Housing De- 
velopment Authority. Due to 
the financial hardships cre- 
ated by the COVID-19 Pan- 
demic, this program was 
funded to help tenants keep 
their housing and landlords 
recoup lost rent following the 
lifting of the State of Michi- 
gan Eviction Moratorium on 
July 15th. 

The first step is for the ten- 
ant to contact NMCAA at 1- 


844-900-0500 and press #2. 

The program assists 
renters who are behind on 
their rental payments begin- 
ning March 1, and whose in- 
come is less than 100% of the 
Area Median Income. 

Following is an example of 
100% AMI for a three person 
household in each county: 

-Antrim County cannot 
make more than $58,100 per 
year 

-Benzie County cannot 
make more than $62,100 per 
year 

-Charlevoix County cannot 
make more than $61,600 per 
year 

-Emmet County cannot 
make more than $63,600 per 
year 

-Grand Traverse County 
cannot make more than 
$72,900 per year 

-Kalkaska County cannot 
make more than $57,600 per 
year 

-Leelanau County cannot 
make more than $70,800 per 
year 


-Manistee County cannot 
make more than $57,600 per 
year 

-Missaukee County cannot 
make more than $57,600 per 
year 

-Wexford County cannot 
make more than $57,600 per 
year 

To determine eligibility, 
tenants will be asked to pro- 
vide proof of ID, a summons 
or demand for possession 
and submit 30 days of income 
proof for everyone in the 
household over 18 years old. 

This is a one-time program 
for tenants. 

Participating landlords 
will be able to receive up to 
90% of rent that is in arrear- 
age. Landlords will be asked 
to forgive late fees and agree 
to keeping the tenant in 
housing. Landlords will be 
required to sign a settlement 
agreement that details the 
rent to be paid. 

Tenants will also be di- 
rected to Legal Services of 
Northern Michigan to help 


them navigate through the 
eviction process, and review 
required agreements to en- 
sure they provide a beneficial 
outcome for both parties. 

The objective of the program 
is for tenants to maintain 
their housing during the pan- 
demic and to reimburse land- 
lords rental arrearages that 
are due.

safety is biggest consideration for 
parents when Back-to-School shopping 


Ina year full of “new nor- 
mals,” Chicagoan Sharon 
Glovier continues to readjust 
her priorities when it comes 
to shopping for her family. 
This is especially true as the 
mother navigates the uncer- 
tainties surrounding the up- 
coming school year and how 
they may affect her chil- 
dren. More than a third of 
parents and teachers sur- 
veyed are waiting to start 
their shopping until there is 
more clarity regarding the 
school year. 

“T’ve always been the type 
of mom who focuses on my 
pocketbook, especially for 
school supplies,” Glovier 
said. “This year, I decided we 
are only shopping at stores 
that are highly sanitizing 
their carts and keeping pub- 
lic areas clean. Finding a deal 
for everything or saving a 
few dollars isn’t more impor- 
tant than being careful for 
my kids.” 

She is not alone in her 
back-to-school shopping ap- 
proach. A new survey 
from Grand Rapids, Mich.- 
based retailer Meijer docu- 
ments how the pandemic has 
changed the ways in which 
both parents and teachers 
prepare for fall as school dis- 
tricts reveal return-to-learn 
plans for in-person and vir- 
tual learning. Among the re- 
sults, the study reveals that 
nine out 10 parents rate 
safety measures as a deciding 
factor when choosing a brick- 
and-mortar retailer to shop 
their lists of supplies. 

“While price is always an 
important factor in shopping 
decisions, there are definitely 


‘new normals’ when it comes 
to how customers are check- 
ing items off their lists for the 
upcoming school year,” 
said Brandon Pasch, Director 
of Back-to-School Merchan- 
dising for Meijer. “We are 
seeing more customers men- 
tion the efforts we make re- 
garding safety as they focus 
on the items most necessary 
as potential learning plans 
are determined by schools.” 

Based on results from the 
survey, which queried 1,200 
parents and teachers in July, 
the “new normals” for the 
back-to-school shopping sea- 
son include: 

When are they shopping? 

-An early start: Twenty 
percent of parents and teach- 
ers started their shopping 
earlier than last year. The 
past 3 years have seen shop- 
ping pick up after mid-Au- 
gust, but more than 60 
percent are already focusing 
their purchases on basics 
and essential supplies that 
may have limited availability 
during the expected last- 
minute back-to-school shop- 
ping rush. 

- Waiting for the 
plan: More than a third of 
parents and teachers sur- 
veyed are still waiting for 
learning plans from schools. 
As aresult, they are waiting 
to start their shopping until 
there is more clarity regard- 
ing the school year. 

How are they shopping? 

-Parents are not bringing 
kids shopping for back-to- 
school supplies: The younger 
the child, the less likely par- 
ents will allow them to come 
shopping with them. 


- Home delivery and 
pickup are on the rise: From 
2019 to 2020, the survey indi- 
cated a 550 percent increase 
in the use of home delivery 
or curbside pickup services 
as part of their online shop- 
ping. 

What are the top items? 

-The new No. 1: In past 
years, personal protection 
equipment (masks, sanitizer 
and wipes) was not a big 
seller for students going back 
to school. But this fall, per- 
sonal protection equipment 
is a back-to-school essential. 
Seventy percent of parents 
expect to buy these items, up 
from 2 percent last year. 

- Staying connected: Thirty 
percent of teachers plan to 
purchase electronic items to 
help with virtual learning set 
up in their homes. Meijer ex- 
pects to continue seeing in- 
creases in electronics 
purchases from teachers 
(routers, mice, keyboards, 
headphones, etc.) in the com- 
ing weeks. Many parents al- 
ready purchased tablets and 
other items for their students 
during the last school year. 

- The year of the white 
board: As ZOOM calls and 
other virtual learning in- 
creases, white boards and 
markers are replacing black- 
boards and chalk as tools 
gaining prominence on back- 
to-school lists. 

- Increase in home work- 
space spending: While par- 
ents plan to spend less on 
locker decor, backpacks, ap- 
parel and shoes for the begin- 
ning of the school year, they 
expect to spend as much 
as $300 for bedroom and stu-

learning. Districts are also 
required to describe how in- 
struction for core academic 
areas provided under the 
learning plan will expose 
each student to standards 
comparable to in-person in- 
struction and a description of 
how student progress will be 
graded or reported. 

Furthermore, districts 
must describe how they will 
ensure students with disabili- 
ties will be provided with eq- 
uitable access to instruction 
accommodation as well as de- 
scribe how students will be 
provided with equitable ac- 
cess to technology and inter- 
net if instruction is virtual. 

The legislation ensures 
that students are engaged in 
learning by requiring consis- 
tent two-way interactions be- 
tween students and teachers. 
As districts develop their 
plans they are required to 
work with their local health 
departments and employees 
to develop district wide 
guidelines and key metrics 
from local data. COVID- 

19 learning plans must be 
submitted to its ISD or au- 
thorizing body by October 1, 
2020.

dent workspace décor. That is 
a 66 percent increase over 
last year. Teachers are ex- 
pecting to increase their 
spending for personal protec- 
tive equipment while de- 
creasing their spend on 
materials for bulletin boards 
and classroom décor. 

- No more sharing in 
class: While past years have 
seen classrooms gather 
shared supplies used by mul- 
tiple students, the single 
greatest shift among teachers 
this year was the recognition 
that shared resources are a 
thing of the past. 

Finally, both parents and 
teachers are poised to expect 
the unexpected. More than 80 
percent of parents and teach- 
ers expect the new normal 
for their students to be a mix- 
ture of virtual and in-person 
learning. As decisions are 
made based on the pandemic, 
they plan on not completing 
their school supply lists. The 
forecast, based on survey re- 
sults, is that parents and 
teachers will adjust, refill 
and update their supplies 
multiple times in the coming 
months. 

“We anticipate the back-to- 
school shopping season ex- 
tending well beyond normal 
as parents and teachers ad- 
just to new developments in 
their learning plans,” Pasch 
said. “As a retailer, we are fo- 
cused on doing our part to 
offer selection and shopping 
solutions to help them 
through these next few weeks 
and beyond.”

The United States Federal Emergency Management 
Administration (FEMA) approved the Michigan Unem- 
ployment Insurance Agency’s application for funding that 
would provide an additional $300 per week payment to 
Michiganders receiving unemployment benefits. 

“This is good news for the thousands of Michiganders 
who are still without work as a result of the COVID-19 
pandemic, but it’s still a short term band aid that falls 
short of what’s needed,” said Governor Whitmer. “We 
need the president, Mitch McConnell, and Congress to 
put partisanship aside and pass a bipartisan recovery 
package that will help us save lives and get people back on 
their feet. Michigan families, frontline workers, and small 
business owners are counting on the federal government 
to do the right thing and work together on their behalf.” 

The UIA estimates that under the program, about 
910,000 Michiganders would receive at least $300 per week 
in supplemental benefits. The program allows for existing 
Unemployment Trust Fund payments delivered by Michi- 
gan’s Unemployment Insurance Agency to count as 25%

Michigan Commission on Services to the Aging strengthens policies 


The Michigan Commission on 
Services to the Aging strengthened 
operating policies for Michigan’s 16 
area agencies on aging to help pro- 
tect the safety of older adults served 
by state-funded programs. 

“We have a duty to protect older 
and vulnerable adults served by 
aging network programs and serv- 
ices,” said Dr. Alexis Travis, senior 
deputy director of the Aging and 
Adult Services Agency (AASA) at 
the Michigan Department of Health 
and Human Services. “We are happy 
the commission took this important 
step to set consistent standards 
across the 16 Area Agency on Aging 
regions and for all service programs 
offered through our agency.” 

The commission standardized 
guidelines on how various criminal 
convictions should be handled so 
there is consistency for all sub-agen- 
cies throughout the state. While 


background checks for volunteers 
and staff have always been required, 
the types of allowable exceptions 
and frequency of repeat checks var- 
ied. 

Changes to requirements include: 

- All programs are required to up- 
date criminal background checks for 
all employees and volunteers every 
three years to identify convictions in 
the event they occur while an indi- 
vidual is employed or providing vol- 
unteer service. 

- All employees and volunteers 
hired prior to the effective date of the 
policy must be re-screened within 90 
days from the effective date. There- 
after, criminal background checks 
for these employees and volunteers 
must be completed no later than 30 
days after every third anniversary 
from the date of their last back- 
ground check. 

- Updated criminal background 


checks for employees and volunteers 
hired after the effective date of the 
policy must be completed no later 
than 30 days after every third an- 
niversary of their date of hire. 

“This operating standard regard- 
ing criminal background checks ap- 
proved today is purposeful,” said 
Dona Wishart, chair of the Commis- 
sion on Services to the Aging. “Its 
focus and intent are the safety and 
protection of older adults receiving 
services through the network of 
services for the aging. It will 
strengthen our ability to prevent 
harm and protect our most vulnera- 
ble population.” 

The approved operations stan- 
dards are available for review on 
AASA’s website, 
https://www.michigan.gov/osa/ 

AASA manages approximately 
$110 million in non-Medicaid federal 
and state funding for home and com- 


munity-based programs to serve 
Michigan’s older and vulnerable 
adults through the aging network. 
The aging network is comprised of a 
partnership between AASA, the 16 
regional area agencies on aging and 
more than 1,000 local service 
providers. 

The Commission on Services to 
the Aging (CSA) advises the Gover- 
nor, Michigan Legislature, and 
AASA on matters relating to policies 
and programs for older adults in 
Michigan. CSA, a 15-member body 
appointed by the Governor, also re- 
views and approves grants received 
by AASA and participates in the de- 
velopment of the state plan and 
budget as required by the federal 
Older Americans Act of 1965, as 
amended. Meetings are held monthly 
and open to the public.

Competition in Volleyball, 
Soccer, swimming & 
Diving Where Allowed 


Also Adds Offseason Contact Days for 
Football and all Spring Sports 


EAST LANSING, Mich. - 
Aug. 20 -The Representa- 
tive Council of the 
Michigan High School Ath- 
letic Association today ap- 
proved the start of 
competition in girls volley- 
ball, boys soccer and girls 
swimming & diving in re- 
gions of Michigan author- 
ized for that activity by 
Governor Gretchen Whit- 
mer’s executive orders, 
with competition in those 
sports pending in regions 
where those activities are 
not yet allowed as part of 
preventing spread of 
COVID-19. 

Schools in the northern 
Lower Peninsula and 
Upper Peninsula —desig- 
nated as Regions 6 and 8, 
respectively, by executive 
order — are allowed to 
begin competition Aug. 21, 
as originally scheduled. 
Schools in all other Re- 
gions (1-5, and 7) may con- 
tinue outdoor practice, 
pending further executive 
orders allowing for the 
opening of indoor facilities 
and physical distancing 
while competing in those 
areas. 

Teams began outdoor 
practice in volleyball, soc- 
cer, swimming & diving, 
cross country, golf and 
tennis on Aug. 12. Lower 
Peninsula girls golf and 
boys tennis, and Upper 
Peninsula girls tennis 
began competition Aug. 19, 
with cross country compe- 
tition beginning Aug. 21. 
Football practice began 
Aug. 10, and on Aug. 14 the 
Representative Council 
voted to postpone the Fall 
2020 football season to 
Spring 2021, also due to 
COVID-19 concerns. 

MHSAA staff was au- 
thorized by executive 
order to create all guid- 
ance for a return of school 
sports, and over the last 
eight weeks has worked to 
fulfill this mandate while 
complying with all of Gov- 
ernor Whitmer,A6s execu- 
tive orders. The Council 
was prepared today to ap- 
prove competition in vol- 
leyball, soccer and 
swimming & diving for all 
schools in all regions, but 
was unable to do so be- 
cause of questions remain- 
ing on which activities are 
still not allowed. 

“Our Council has made 
clear it is ready to offer 
students these opportuni- 
ties, pending approval 
from Governor Whitmer 
that we may do so,” 
MHSAA Executive Direc- 
tor Mark Uy] said. “We 
have been told that within 
a week, future guidance 
will address athletic issues 
that exist in current execu- 
tive orders. We are await- 
ing that guidance. 

“The MHSAA and Rep- 
resentative Council are 


committed to following all 
current and future Execu- 
tive Orders and safety pre- 
cautions. However, we 
need more answers before 
we can give all of our 
member schools the go- 
ahead to play each other 
again, and the majority of 
our schools are in regions 
that are not yet allowed to 
take part in volleyball, soc- 
cer and swim.” 

For attendance pur- 
poses, schools in Regions 6 
and 8 may have for indoor 
volleyball a total of 250 
people or 25 percent of a 
facility,A6s capacity, 
whichever is smallest. In- 
door pools in Regions 6 
and 8 are limited to 25 per- 
cent of established bather 
capacity for that pool. Out- 
door competition in Re- 
gions 6 and 8 may have 500 
people or 25 percent of ca- 
pacity, whichever is small- 
est. For all three sports, 
the total numbers of peo- 
ple allowed to be present 
include all participants, of- 
ficials and school and 
game personnel, media 
and fans. 

The Council also ap- 
proved out-of-season 
coaching adjustments al- 
lowing football and spring 
sports coaches more con- 
tact with their athletes in 
advance of the 2021 season. 

To provide additional 
offseason activity for 
sports that have had their 
full seasons canceled or 
moved, the Council ap- 
proved 16 contact days for 
football and all spring 
sports to be used for volun- 
tary practices among stu- 
dents from the same 
school only. Football may 
schedule their contact 
days from Aug. 24 through 
Oct 31. Spring sports — 
baseball, softball, girls soc- 
cer, track & field, girls and 
boys lacrosse, boys golf, 
Upper Peninsula girls golf, 
and Lower Peninsula girls 
tennis and Upper Penin- 
sula boys tennis —may 
schedule their 16 contact 
days for voluntary prac- 
tices from Sept. 8-Oct. 31, 
if the school permits and 
all safety protocols are fol- 
lowed. 

Football and all spring 
sports then may conduct 
skill work with coaches 
and up to four players ata 
time beginning Nov. 1 until 
the first day of official 
practice this upcoming 
spring. Coaches also may 
work with an unlimited 
number of players on gen- 
eral conditioning during 
that time. 

A calendar for the inclu- 
sion of football into Spring 
2021 will be released later 
this fall, upon Council ap- 
proval at a later meeting.

DNR FISHING TIP: Catching 
big pike in the summer 


Most anglers consider 
winter the best time to catch 
a trophy-sized pike, but fol- 
lowing a few key pointers 
can make summer pike fish- 
ing worthwhile. 

When it’s very warm out, 
think about where pike will 
hide — places with cooler 
water. These spots include 
along the thermocline (the 
layer of water between the 
deep and surface water), 
where cold-water 
streams/rivers flow into 


lakes or around springs. 

Look for bodies of water 
that aren’t densely popu- 
lated with pike, so the ones 
there may have a chance to 
grow fairly large. Also con- 
sider locations that have 
special regulations like size 
limits. 

Lastly, focus on bodies of 
water that have a good base 
of fish that pike feed on — 
particularly other species 
that prefer cooler water. 


Anglers must register 
muskie, lake sturgeon 


If you’re fishing for lake 
sturgeon and muskellunge 
this season, don’t forget to 
register your harvest within 
24 hours — it’s required. 
You can register two ways: 
online at Michigan.gov/Reg- 
isterFish, or by calling the 
new number at 906-287-0816. 

“Anglers who register 
their catch provide impor- 
tant information for re- 
source managers, including 
details about where the fish 
was caught and how large it 
was,” said Cory Kovacs, 
DNR fisheries biologist. 
“That type of detail helps us 
appropriately manage these 
important species.” 

Registering your harvest 
online or by phone should 


take only a few minutes. 
Please keep in mind that 
fish registrations are not ac- 
cepted at any state fish 
hatcheries or DNR field of- 
fices. Registrations are cur- 
rently not accepted at DNR 
customer service centers 
due to COVID-19 restric- 
tions. 

The harvest season for 
muskellunge opened June 6 
and lake sturgeon opened 
July 16 this year. You can 
find season end dates and 
waters open for these two 
species in the 2020 Fishing 
Guide.
